WOMEN’S WARD. 

The women’s ward is on the second . 
llcor in the front of the building. The , 
cells in this ward are not arranged ! 
as those in the ward where male | 
prisoners are confined. The women’s j 
cells are two rooms with the custom- ! 
ary bunks, which in the daytime can ! 
be folded against the wall in order ; 
that the inmate can have more room 
to exercise. 

The two places that caught my eye ' 
particularly were the “visitors’ i 
closet” and the insane ward. When 1 
“company” calls on a prisoner he or : 
she will be led into a room about this 
size of an ordinary closet and locked 
In. Next to this “room” is one that is 
separated from it by iron bars and a ' 
double “wall” of heavy wire. The j 
visitor is locked in this apartment. | 
The reason for the bars and wire is 
to prevent the possibility of anything ■ 
being passed to the prisoner from the 
outside that in any way might enable j 
tiie culprit to effect his escape. On 
the outside of the doors of these two 
rooms are “peepholes” covered by a !

Going to jail has never really ap¬ 
pealed very strongly to me, but after 
a visit to the newly completed county 
jail in this city, where the comfort of 
the prisoners, the question of light, 
ventilation and sanitation has been so 
thoroughly studied and applied, the 
sentence of “put her in jail” does not 
sound so dreadful. 

The opportunity arose a few days 
ago whereby I was able to go through 
the new jail, and under the guidance 
of Jailer Hogan was enlightened on 
all the subjects which heretofore had 
teen foreign to me. 

PEER OF JAILS. 

There is not a jail in the state of 
California more modernly equipped or 
more thoroughly looked into than the 
one erected here after plans drawn by 
Architect W. H. Toepke and under 
the supervision of Donald MacKenzie. 
The building is a two and one-half 
story structure of reinforced concrete 
with a capacity for housing about fifty 
prisoners. 

The main floor is given over to the 
offices, jailer’s quarters and “recep¬ 
tion” rooms. The walls of this floor 
are finished in a gray-green plaster, 
tlie floors are of concrete and in each 
department there are telephone con¬ 
nections with all wards and corridors 
where prisoners are confined. 
SHOWER BATII. 

Upon arrival at the jail the prisoner 
will be taken into a room in the base¬ 
ment where he will be given a shower 
bath. His clothes will be placed in a 
fumigator and he will be given a 
clean suit of clothes. After this he 
will be taken to the ward to which 
lie has been assigned. If it is a case 
of “drunk” or vagrancy he will be 
placed in a cell in the basement. If 
it is a felony case the prisoner will 
be taken to the third floor, where the 
cells for such inmates have been lo¬ 
cated. 

The old way, which required the 
iailer to go into each cell to release 
one prisoner, has been done away 
with by a system of locks so arranged 
on the outside of the cells, in a cor¬ 
ridor which runs all around them, 
that any particular one may be 
opened. 


President P. H. McCarthy of 
the State Building Trades Coun¬ 
cil succeeded yesterday in set¬ 
tling the strike at the American 
Marble and Mosaic Company’s 
plant here, which has been in 
existence since Saturday. 

On April 1st the polishers 
and bedrubbers gave notice that 
beginning with April 7th they 
wanted 5ft cents a day more pay. 

The management met the 
unionists and it was agreed to 
grant the increase on October 
1st, and that the men were to 
work on present contracts at ex¬ 
isting wages. 

Later the men learned that 
the company had a number of 
contracts on hand, and they de¬ 
cided that they were entitled to 
25 cents a day more pay until 
October, when they were to re¬ 
ceive the full increase. 

The company refused to grant 
the 25 cents increase, and a 
strike of about thirty men fol¬ 
lowed. 

The matter was adjusted yes¬ 
terday when the men carried 
their point. The polishers, who 
received $3.50, will receive $3.75 
and then $4, while the bedrub¬ 
bers will earn $4.25 and then 
$4.50 in place of $4.

Hedges Need Pruning. 

Prepared by the IT. S. department 
of agriculture. 

H EDGES need to be closely 
pruned. This is probably 
best done twice a year—in the 
winter or spring und again after 
flowering time, pruning severely 
for outline und compactness. 

Most so called rose hedges are 
rows of cut flower roses, usually 
pruned for mass of bloom, with 
little of the appearance of a 
hedge except at the height of 
bloom. 

Where only a few weeks' np- 
peurauce of barriers is ull that is-.- 
needed hybrid perpetuul anti hy¬ 
brid tea roses may be used as 
well as other siiecies for this 
purpose. 

The hedge should be planted in 
a trench three feet wide und two 
feet deep, tilled with soil prepar¬ 
ed as for a bed of cut flower 
roses. 

The use of low growing or trail¬ 
ing roses as covers for certuiu 
plots of ground about homes or 
iu parks often adds greatly to the 
attractiveness of such places. 
Rosa lucida can be used to ad¬ 
vantage for covering poor banks 
with foliage to a depth of two to 
three feet. Rosa nitUla may be 
used In the same way for a low¬ 
er cover. This variety grows to 
a height of ouly eighteen inches. 
The wlcliuraiuna, already men¬ 
tioned as a climbing rose, is a 
trailing rose when given an op¬ 
portunity* and makes a beautiful 
almost evergreen ground cover 
with small, glossy dark green 
leaves. 

It is very useful for banks, 
the sides of steps or for hanging 
over rock cliffs or retaining 
walls. When permitted to trail it 
mats closely and roots at every 
Joint. Some training, but little 
pruning, is needed when It is used 
in this way. 

A tree rose is u bush rose graft¬ 
ed three or more feet above the 
ground on a long, straight stalk 
of a brier, rugosa, or other 
strong stemmed l ose. These bush¬ 
es are not very satisfactory in 
the United States, because the 
stocks now available do not seem 
able to stand the hot sun and hot 
drying winds of the climate of 
most of this country. In western 
Oregon and western Washington 
they succeed. Their appropriate 
nse Is only in connection with 
a formal design, either in special 
gardens or near buildings.

The Board of Trustees of the City 
of South San Francisco do ordain as 
follows: 

Section 1. It is hereby declared to 
be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to establish, keep, open or 
maintain within the City of South San 
Francisco any public pool or billiard 
room or public place for the playing 
of pool or billiards without having first 
procured the permission and license by 
this ordinance required. 

Section 2. Any applicant for per¬ 
mission to conduct a public pool or bil¬ 
liard room within tne City of South 
San Francisco shall make a written 
application to the Board of Trustees of 
the City of South San Francisco there¬ 
for. Upon receiving such application 
said Board of Trustees shall investigate 
whether the person making such appli¬ 
cation is a sober and suitable person 
to carry on and conduct the business 
for which permission is requested, and 
whether the -place described in said 
application is a proper or suitable place 
for such business. If it appears that 
the person or persons are not suitable 
or proper persons to be permitted to 
carry on such business, or that the 
place in which it is proposed to con¬ 
duct such business is not a suitable 
place therefor, said application shall 
be denied. Said Board may, by resolu¬ 
tion, grant such application. 

Section 3. Every person, firm or cor¬ 
poration to whom is granted a permit 
for conducting any pool or billiard room 
under the provisions of this ordinance 
shall pay to the City of South San 
Francisco an annual license tax of 
Twelve Dollars ($12.00), payable quar¬ 
terly in advance on the first days of 
July, October, January and April of 
each year. 

Section 4. After said Board of Trus¬ 
tees have granted the permit provided 
for in this ordinance, the City Clerk 
shall issue a license for the quarter 
year for which payment of the license 
tax is made. No license shall be issued 
for a period less than three months. 

Section 5. No permit or license shall 
be assigned to any person by any per¬ 
son, firm or corporation to whom the 
same has been granted. 

Section 6. No person under the age 
of eighteen (18) years shall be per¬ 
mitted to enter or remain in any public 
place kept for the purposes of playing 
pool or billiards. 

Section 7. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation con¬ 
ducting any public pool or billiard room 
in the City of South San Francisco to 
permit the same to remain open be¬ 
tween the hour of twelve o’clock mid¬ 
night of any day and the hour of 5:45 
o’clock a. m. next following. 

Section 8. The Board of Trustees 
may revoke the license issued to any 
person, firm or corporation who op 
which shall fail to conduct such public 
pool or billiard room in a quiet and 
orderly manner, or shall violate any of 
the terms of this ordinance or any 
other ordinance or law now in force, or 
which may hereafter be enacted, con¬ 
cerning the conduct of such places. 

Section 9. There is excepted from 
the operation and effect of this ordi¬ 
nance all places of business where 
malt or fermented liquors or wines are 
sold under a permit and Class “A” 
license issued for that purpose. 

Section 10. Any person or persons 
who shall violate any provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00). or by imprisonment for a 
period not exceeding one month, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 11. This ordinance shall be 
published once in "The Enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper printed and pub¬ 
lished in the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, and shall take effect and be in 
force from and after the expiration of 
thirty (30) days after the date of its 
passage. 

Introduced this 2nd day of April, 
1917.

Covering 
the walls are heavy pads upon which 
the insane ones may vent their mani¬ 
acal desires without danger of injury. 
As in the “visitor’s closet,” a small 
opening is arranged in the door of 
the insane ward for observation pur¬ 
poses. 

A department has been set aside 
for a hospital ward in which will be 
the last word in medical needs. 

A dumb waiter will be operated be¬ 
tween the kitchen and the corridors 
of the different floors on which the 
meals will be sent up, thus doing 
away with any need of the “trusties” 
having to go up and down stairs with 
the trays.

Assembly bills 606 and 1424, framed 
and introduced by Frank L. Eksward, 
San Mateo county’s representative, 
have passed the lower house at 
Sacramento. 

The former bill amends section 3818 
of the political code, which relates to 
the redemption of land from tax sale. 
The amendment provides that where 
a piece of land has been sold for de¬ 
linquent taxes to the state, and the 
state has not disposed of the same, 
a partial redemption may be made, 
separately from the whole assess¬ 
ment, of any part of the land. 

Bill 1424 provides for the forma¬ 
tion, government and operation of 
local health districts in any part of 
the state, and the appointment and 
compensation of local district health 
officers.
